of New York. Bishop Moore is 


a handsome millionaire liberal

His 
utterances are merely a tissue 
of secular liberal banalities, and 
invite the inevitable question:

Moore for, or Episcopalianism? 
You can get all the secular 
liberalism you want from the 
New Republic.

satisfy 
needs has little choice; he must 
buy. Consumers today hardly 
buy m erely to fill needs. In­ 
stead, they buy to satisfy wants 
and aspirations. These are post- 
ponable. And that is just what 
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the 
consum er 
did 
when 
his 
view of the economy deterio­ 
rated; lie |H>.stponed. 
Over the long term , however, 
Katona has few fears. “ Dynam ­ 
ic forms of adaptation continue 
lo 
prevail 
am ong 
American 
consum ers,” he said. 
“ Americans 
still 
feel 
that 
what is good enough today is 
not 
good 
enough 
tomorrow. 
They accept change, strive for 
progress, and continually step 
up their levels of aspiration as 
each higher goal is achieved.” 
You might find people “ buy­ 
ing down” to sm aller, less ex­ 
pensive cars, for example. But 
Katona asks that you not over­ 
look the continuing trend to­ 
ward multiple-car ownership.

deractive thyroid gland. 
Now more sophisticated tesls 
are less clumsy and more ac­ 
curate. One is known 
as the 
P B I., or protein-bound iodine 
test. This study, m ade on a 
sam ple of blood, employs the 
newer 
knowledge 
of radioac­ 
tivity. 
Along with other tests made 
with radioactive isotopes, the 
test is completely safe and far 
sim pler 
than 
the 
original 
B.M.R. test. 
The thyroid gland is one of 
the most important regulators 
of 
all 
body 
functions. 
The 
thyroid hormone that it secretes 
is intimately involved with all 
other hormones that circulate 
in your body. 
Marked overactivity of the 
thyroid gland was once treated 
by the surgical removal of part 
of 
the 
gland. 
Today, 
this 
operation 
is 
less 
frequent 
because radioactive substances 
can 
safely 
reduce 
thyroid 
overactivity. 
Underactive glands can also 
be 
regulated 
with 
thyroid 
h o r m o n e 
extracted 
from 
animals. 
The great advances made in 
tile understanding of the thyroid

B M R. test.

Dole Says Nixon Winding 
Down War; Blasts Demos 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
President Nixon is succeeding 
in bringing to a close a war 
that seemed endless in 1968, 
U.S. Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan., 
Republican national chairman, 
said here Wednesday night. 
He also told some 1,500 Re­ 
publicans at a $100-plate fund­ 
raising 
dinner 
that 
defense 
spending has been cut by $8 
billion and that for the first 
time in 20 years the United 
States is spending more on do­ 
mestic programs than on de­ 
fense. 
"We’re going to wind down 
the war in Southeast Asia and 
wind up the economy under 
President Nixon,” Dole said. 
"If that happens there’s not a 
Democrat in sight who can lay 
a hand on President Nixon if 
he’s a candidate” in 1972. 
“ It takes a lot of gall 
for 
spokesmen of the party that got 
us lost in Vietnam to complain 
that the Nixon administration is 
not getting us out fast enough,” 
he continued, “ but that’s what 
they are doing.” 
He said that President John­ 
son’s 
secretary 
of 
defense, 
Clark Clifford, had had no plans 
for an early change in the Viet­ 
nam war but that 
President 
Nixon “reversed 
the 
nation’s 
policy toward Vietnam.” 
“The South Vietnamese were 
trained and equipped to take
